Man Blown to Pieces; 


Anotficr Seriously Injured 


By the premature explosion of a quan- 


tity of dynamite on Thursday morning, 
Amos Slothonr, of Berwick township, was 
literally blown to piece*, 'and Clair Stine, 
was seriously, perhaps fatally, injured. 
The accident occurred about 10 o'clock on 
the farm of Clair Stine, formerly the Hoi- 
linger and Hafer farm, in Paradise town- 
ship, about 2 miles from Abbottetown. 
Mr. Stine and Mr. Slothour, with several 
other men, were blasting holes for tree 
planting. Mr. Slothonr carried a bucket 
containing some fuse and dynamite, and 
also bad some of the material in his pock- 
et. In attempting to ret off one of the 
blasts it is believed thai the fuse ignited 
the dynamite in the unfortunate man's 
pocket or bucket exploded with a terrific 
report, blowing portions of his body in 
every direction. The dynamite which he 
intended to explode in the ground was 
untouched 
He had his left leg blown 


off, the right leg was nearly severed at the 
knee and both arms were torn from their 
sockets. The right side of his head was 
also blown away. The force of the explo- 
sien ripped all his clothing from the body, 
scattering it for 50 feet from where he fell. 
The shreds of clothing caught fire and 
were extinguished by his fellow-work- 
men, 
x 


Mr. Gtine, who was nearby when the 


explosion took place, had the wall of the 
right Bide of his chest crushed, punctur- 
ing the lung, and he also buffered a com- 
pound fracture of the left leg. His face 
waa also scorched by the powder aud 
many minor cuts were inflicted qn his 
head, face and body. 


A number of men were working near- 


by. 


Drs Wilson Hollinger andT. C. Miller, 


of Abbottstown, and J. H. Bittinger and 
H. M. Alleman. of Hanover, were sum- 
moned to the scene of the accident 
Dr. 


Hollinger was the first to airhe, and after 
administering first aid to Mr. istiae, ad 
vised his immediate removal to the York 
Hospital, and the injured man was taken 
to that institution in the auto of Stanley 
Holliday, of Hanover, who was accompa- 
nied by Dr. Hollinger. 


j\lr. Slothonr was about 46 vears of age. 


He resided near the Stine farm, and was 
a well known and h ighly respected citi- 
zen of that commun'ty. lie is survived 
by his parents, Mr. and Mrs Solomon 
Slothonr, living in Abbotts'town, his wife, 
who was Miss Cora Swopa, of New Cnes- 
ter, and nine children, Clair Slothour, 
living with Dr. Miller and attending 
school in Abbottstown; Mrs^ Irene Bort 
ner, of near Abbottstown, and the follow 
ing at home, George, Alice, Roy, Marga- 
ret, Luella, Richard and Bernice. He also 
leaves these sisters and brothers, Mrs. 
William Einlet, of near Abbottetown; 
Mrs. Alice Elder, living with her parents 
in Abbottstown; Mrs. D. R. Chronister, 
of East Berlin; J. A. Slothour, of York; 
M. L., Charles and Reuben Slothour, ail 
residing on farms near Abbottstown. 


The Slothour family is known in this 


vicinity, having resided at one time on a 
farm North of town, and later on the 
Flesbman farm along the Hanover load, 
near this place. The funeral, which was 
held from h-s late home at 2:30 o'clock on 
Sunday afternoon, Rev F. C. Sternat offi- 
ciating 
Interment being made in the 


Lutheran cemetery in Abbottstown. 


Mr. Stine, formerly a druggi&t in Phila 


delphia, bought the Holhuger farm about 
a year ago and had a bungalow erected on 
the premises last Fall, in which he and 
his wife resided this Winter. 


Mr Stine was operated on immediately 


after his arrival at the hospital from the 
accident and again at 10 o'clock tbe same 
night, when his right leg was amputated 
above the knee and three pieces of the 
bucket was removed from his right side. 
He is \ ery courageous and exhibits re 
markable nerve, withstanding the opera- 
tions without being put under the influ- 
ence of ether. The latest reports from 
the hospital are to the effect that Mr. 
Stine will recover unless unforaeen com- 
plications arise.

Each of the contending empires in 


the conflict possesses an advantage 
which in a measure compensate one 
the other. 
While Britain holds the 


command of the sea, Germany has the 
interior position on land, which en- 
ables her to strike alternately heavy 
blows on either front 
She also has 


been able/with the assistance of Aus- 
tria and Turkey, and aided by the 
geographical conditions, to drive a 
•wedge between the communications of 
her enemies which extends from the 
North sea almost to the Indian ocean. 
The movement in tbe Mediterranean 
indicates the determination on the 
part of the superior sea-power to cut 
that wedge in two. 


The strategic importance of the 


straits between Europe and Asia has 
been recognized from very ancient 
times. It was on the Chersonese, tbe 
peninsr^a on the western side of the 
straits, that the Turks got their first 
foothold in Europe. It may very well 
be that if It now falls into the hands 
of Great Britain its occupation by 
British troops will mean the uproot- 
ing of the last vestige of Ottoman rule 
in the northern continent. There are 
at least indications of the development 
of a far-reaching operation from both 
ends of the Sea of Marmora, having 
for its purpose the expulsion of the 
Turk from Constantinople. 


There are other.objects of first-class 


importance to be obtained from a suc- 
cessful attack on the Dardanelles. Now 
that the Archangel route is closed by 
ice, communication between Russia 
.and her allies has almost entirely 
ceased. 
There is no outlet for the 


immense supplies of corn and oil of 
which they are in .want and which she 
could furnish, and, on the other hand, 
the only source of supply of the mu- 
nitions of war, which she cannot man- 
ufacture herself, must be.brought over 
the long and difficult road from Vladi- 
vostok and Harbin. The opening of 
the Dardanelles and tlio Bosporus 
must Tiav.e, therefore, an immediate 
and important effect both in the west- 
ern and eastern theaters of war. Nor 
can it be doubted that a substantial 
gain of this character to Germany's 
foes would directly Influence the na- 
tions which have been for so long hes- 
itating about entering the war. AH 
the Balkan States would be affected 
considerably, and while Greece could 
scarcely stand still witb Russia at the 
gates of Constantinople, Italy might

The most striking characteristic of 
this great war is the rapidity with 
which its main interest centers first 
iu one part of the world and then in 
another. 
Something like eight thou­ 
sand miles separated the scene of 
the battle off the Falkland islands and 
that off the Dogger bank, while on 
land attention is riveted at one time 
on the Belgian coast or the campaign 
iu Lorraine, and at another in the 
Carpathians or on a life-and-death 
struggle in Poland. 
This week the 
minds of both naval and military 
watchers of the conflict have been di­ 
rected to tho Dardanelles, the gates 
of Asia. 
There another phase of the 
world-wide war is opening, the effect 
of which no man can tell. 
Each of the contending empire.? in 
tho conflict possesses an advantage 
which in a measure compensate one 
the other. 
While Britain holds the 
command of the sea, Germany has the 
interior position on land, which en­ 
ables her to strike alternately heavy 
blows on either front. 
She also has 
been able, with tlie assistance of Aus­ 
tria and Turkey, and aided by tho 
geographical conditions, to drive a 
wedge between the communications of 
her enemies which extends from tho 
North sea almost to tho Indian ocean. 
Tho movement In the Mediterranean 
indicates the determination on the 
part of the superior sea power to cut 
that wedge in two. 
Tho strategic importance of the 
straits between Europe and Asia has 
been recognized from very ancient 
times. It was on the Chersonese, the 
peninsula on the western side of the | 
straits, that the Turks got their first f 
foothold in Europe. It may very well ' 
bo that if it now falls Into the hands 
of Great Britain Us occupation by 
13rltish troops will mean tho uproot­ 
ing of tne last vestige of Ottoman rule 
in the northern continent. There are 
at least indications of tho development 
of a far-reaching operation from both 
ends of the Soa of Marmora, having 
for its purpose the expulsion of the 
Turk from Constantinople. 
There are other objects of first-class 
importance to be obtained from a suc­ 
cessful attack on the Dardanelles. Now 
that the Archangel route is closed by 
ice, communication between Russia 
and her allies has almost entirely 
ceased. 
There is no outlet for the 
immense supplies of corn and oil of 
which they are in want and which she 
could furnish, and, on tlie other hand, 
the only source of supply of the mu­ 
nitions of war, which she cannot man­ 
ufacture herself, must be brought over 
the long and difficult road from Vladi­ 
vostok and Harbin. The opening of 
the Dardanelles and tho Bosporus 
must have, therefore, an immediate 
and Important effect both in the west­ 
ern and eastern theaters of war. Nor 
can it be doubted that a subetantial 
gain of this character to Germany’s 
foes would directly Influence the na­ 
tions which have been for eo long hes­ 
itating about entering the war. 
All 
the Balkan States would be affected 
considerably, and while Greece could 
scarcely stand still with Russia at the 
gates of Constantinople, Italy might 
well feel that this sharp stroke re­ 
moved the last doubt as regarding the 
side with which she should be acting. 
Of the operation itself, although the 
Dardanelles have long been regard­ 
ed as impregnable, it is more than 
likely that as other fortresses have 
fftllvd 
to 
rnaintain 
their security 


so those In the straits will be over-, 
whelmed by • the mass of explosives 
liurled upon them from the long-range 
artillery of the battleships of today. 
When tho forts in the straits were 
planned ships were dependent upon 
the wind and they carried guna which 
could not compare in power with 
tlioscv mounted in the land batteries. 
When Vice-Admiral Duckworth took 
a British squadron through the straits 
In 1807 his vessels w’ere assailed with 
huge shots, some of them weighing 800 
pounds, but even these heavy missiles 
did little damage. Today tho British 
ships will-throw shells filled with high 
explosives, each more than double the 
weight of the shot thrown at Vice-Ad­ 
miral Ducltworth’s ships, and the de­ 
struction wrought by such missiles 
will be immeasurably greater. 
Moreover, It Is unnecessary for the 
ships themselves to approach near 
enough to be injured by the shore bat­ 
teries, even if the guns in tiiese have 
been somewhat augmented from Ger­ 
man sources. It is already announced 
that the forts at the mouth of the 
straits, about two miles apart, havo 
been crumbled into atoms, and those 
in tho narrows, further up, can be sim­ 
ilarly treated at ranges at which tiie 
ships themselves will be comparative­ 
ly immune. 
There remain other ob­ 
structions in the shape of mines in 
tho channel, but that these have been 
located by the British submarines is

"The William P. Frye, a steel sail- 


ing vessel of 3374 tons gross ton*- 
nage, owned by American citizens and 
sailing under the United States nag 
and register, cleaned from'- Seattle, 
Nov. 
47" 1914, under charter to M. H. 


Houser, of Partland, Ore., bound for 
Queenstown, Falmouth or^lymouth 
for orders, with a cargo consisting 
solely of . 186,950 bushels of wheat, 
owned by the aforesaid Houser and 
consigned 'unto order or to its as- 
signs,' all of which, appears from the 
ship's papers, which were taken from 
the vessel at the time of her destruc- 
tion by the commander of the Ger 
man cruiser. 


"On Jan. 27, 1915, the Prinz Eitel 


Friedrich encountered the Frye on the 
high seas; compelled her to stop, and 
sent on board an armed boarding par- 
ty who took possession. After,an ex- 
amination of the ship's papers, the 
commander of the cruiser 
directed 


that the cargo be thrown overboard, 
but subsequently decided/to destroy 
the vessel, and on the following morn- 
ing by his order, the Frye was sunk.

The chief menace to 
the Russians who penetrated the west- 
ern Carpathians remains the possibil 
tty that a^ flying German wedge from 
Western Galicia. passing north of the 
Carpathians, might cut the communi 
cations of the Muscovites. 


FATAL STRIKE 


RIOT IN NEWARK 


Two men were shot to death and 


several others were seriously wound- 
ed in a battle between strikers and 
etrikt-breakers in Newark, N. J., in 
which tbe combatants used revolvers, 
clubs, bricks and anything they could 
lay their hands on. 


Two men were taken to the hospi- 


tal in a critical condition, while it is 
known that others were injured, but 
fled with the crowd when a small 
army of police reserves reached the 
scene. 


The battle followed a stormy scene 


In Windsor Hall, Market and Broome 
streets,' Newark, where a meeting of 
strikers from the plant of A. Hol- 
lander & Sons, fur manufacturers in 
East Kinney street, was in progress. 


Strike-breakers were found to be in 


full attendance at the meeting, and 
an effort was made on the part of the 
dissatisfied employes, who went out 
on strike four days ago, to eject the 
non-union men from the meeting. 


Instantly the battle 'began. It start- 


ed with fist fights in all parts of the 
hall. Shouts of "scab" were heard on 
all sides, aad chairs and tables were 
used in the melee. 
j 


The crowd of several hundred per- 


sons struggled toward the rear of the 
hall and finally the doors were burst 
open outward and the mob surged to 
the street, the fighting still going on. | 


Once in the open, revolvers were 


drawn and bullets flew. A score or 
more shots were fired and then it be-, 
came known that the police reserves 
had been summoned. The rioters fled 
in all directions, many being felled 
temporarily by police clubs. 


When the streets were cleared it 


was found that two of the men had 
been shot to death. One was later 
identified as Harry Rubin, one of the 
strikers. The second victim has not 
yet been identified.
